All I know is that on this part of the

about fifteen miles in a straight line. 

For a week before the battle started 
we had been expecting it; we were 
ready to move on thitty minutes’ 
notice.. I had been out with combatant 
as well as medical officers on tours of 
reconnaisance, definite methods of 
evacuation of the wounded had been 
worked out, and our plans of counter 
attack been made. After four or five 
days of waiting, the storm finally 
broke.

Hummel was also president of the 
“ German-Irish alliance,” organized be- 
fore America went to war. It never 
got very far and died of inanition after 
the United States went into the con- 
flict. :

“Of course,” he sald, “as this was 
an attempt toward an interstate trans- 
action in which the mails were used 
there was the possibility that it might 
be called to the attention of the United 
States district attorney. 

“The firm of Almont & Shroyer did 
not want any such step taken, natur- 
ally, and voluntarily have offered to 
stop offering this steck by mail outside 
Illinois, They have promised te put 
that agreement in a letter.” 

If this understanding is carried out 
it is probable that the attorney gemer- 
al’s office will not press the matter of 
the attempted sale in Des Moines.

Bakery employés of the weat and 
northwest sides, now on strike, have 
offered to reduce their demand for a 
$5 a week increase to $3, and to make 
other concessions, according to a state- 
ment made last night by H. Lipkin, a 
member of the executive board of the 
bakers’ union. The employers have 
refused to consider the offer, Lipkin 
declared.

Jacobson, representing the employers, 
that he had taken up the matter with 
the United States district attorney, 
drew from Mr. Lipkin a statement up 
holding the loyalty of the men on 
strike.
